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Garcia Collecting Cellular Phones 

Phones to be Donated to Help Domestic Violence Victims 
 

LANSING- For the fifth consecutive year, Senator Valde Garcia (R-Howell) along 
with district businesses are collecting used cellular devices to help victims of 
domestic violence. 

 
“Many individuals who are abused usually find themselves without the resources 
they need to get help, with one of those resources being the use of a telephone 
to call 911,” said Garcia. 

 
Collected phones will then be sent to Donate A Phone, a division of the Wireless 
Foundation, where they will be re-programmed so that they can only be used to 
contact emergency officials when in trouble. 
  
Garcia explained that the phones offer immediate assistance.  Victims do not 
have run from their attacker and then find a phone to call the authorities.

“This is a great 
time to take steps to promote safer communities and households,” said Garcia. 
“We need to give individuals the tools they need to protect themselves and their 
children.

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All of the businesses listed have participated in the program since its inception 
with the exception of A. R. Kramer Flooring, who graciously decided to 
demonstrate their support for the drive by joining the effort this year.
